Last Thursday evening, Michael 
Patrick was given a hearing before a 
three-member personnel review 
board and Elba Police Chief R. W. 
“Ronnie” Whitworth’s recommen- 
dation to terminate him was upheld. 


The review board was made up of 


Elba Mayor James E. Grimes, Elba 
Water & Electric Board Chairman 
Tim Johnson, and Councilman 
Harold Bannin (Patrick’s choice for 
the review board). 

After hearing testimony from the 
chief, several police officers, and 
other individuals, the board made its 
decision to follow the chief’s rec- 
ommendation and recommend ter 
mination to the full city council at 
its next regular meeting (Monday, 
September 28).

The Elba Water & Electric Board 
met Tuesday evening, September 
15th in the temporary city hall on 
Claxton Avenue. Chairman Tim 
Johnson conducted the meeting. 

The Board reviewed the financial 
reports, discussed a budget for the 
coming year, revived the electrical 
surge protection program discussed 
several years ago, approved the 
monthly bills for payment, 
approved support of the new Elba 
Economic Development Board.The 
board also discussed the hiring of 
two temporary employees for a 
maximum of three months to help 
with the grounding program for the 
electrical system. 

The cash flow report shows that 
water sales continue to fall short of 
monthly expenses for that depart- 
ment. The entire system continues 
to be supported by the sale of elec- 
tricity, which constantly shows a 
profit. 

Sales of electricity to residential 
users and industrial users are 
exceeding the same period last year, 
while commercial sales have 
dropped several thousand dollars. 
Overall electrical sales are up by 
$115,000 for the year. However, 
cost of purchasing this electrical 
current also rose by $82,576, giving 
the utility a growth in gross profit 
for the year thus far of $32,424. 
This additional income was needed, 
as operating expenses soared in the 
aftermath of the March flood, 
decreasing the bottom line by 
$38,639 year-to-date.

There is a total of $1,518.44 in 
overdue accounts, and collection of 
bad debts was reportedly $1,513.10. 

The board voted to pay Baker 
Tree Service $600 to remove some 
trees which the utility department is 
not equipped to remove. 

A proposed budget of $4,045,000 
was presented to the board for 
approval and was adopted with little 
discussion. Chairman Tim Johnson 
explained it was based on the pre- 
sent year’s actual expenditures. He 
added that the budget of the utility 
is subject to wide fluctuations, vary- 
ing with the volume of electric 
power used by residents, businesses 
and industry. 

The utility board voted to active- 
ly support the installation of electri- 
cal surge protectors and offer them 
for sale to customers. Residential 
customers will be offered the ser- 
vice first, followed by commercial 
users. 

The surge protector program will 
supplement the improvement of 
system grounding citywide. Two 
additional employees will be hired 
for three months to help with 
installing grounding cables wherev- 
er meter readings show they are 
needed. 

Monthly bills totaling $41,684.10 
were approved for payment. 

The board voted to support the 
establishment of an Economic 
Development Board to attract new 
business and industry to Elba. This 
has also been endorsed by the 
Industrial Development Board, 
Chamber of Commerce and others 
and is a brainchild of Mayor James 
Grimes.

in at the Coffee County Jail on 
September 16) followed a complaint 
being filed against Patrick by 
Bancroft Cooper, owner of Elba 
Pawn and Gun. 

The original complaint filed with 
the Elba Police Department alleged 
that Patrick pawned the title to two 
vehicles which he did not legally 
own for money. The amount of 
money involved in the transaction 
was $150 for each of the titles/cars 
for a total of $300.00. 

Chief Whitworth had requested 
that the Alabama Bureau of 
Investigation look into the matter of 
the complaint since it was filed 
against a member of his police 
department. 

After several delays, Patrick was 
tried September Ist on the two 
charges of theft and found guilty on 
one of the charges and not guilty on 
the other. The conviction on the one 
charge has been appealed by Patrick 
and his attorney G. A. Lindsey. 

Lindsey, who also represented 
Patrick in the review board hearing, 
contended that the hearing should 
not be held until the case on appeal 
has been decided. 

The board heard testimony from 
Chief Whitworth that he had been 
told Patrick had made indirect 
threats toward fellow police offi- 
cers; also, the chief said that he 
would recommend Officer Patrick’s 
termination, even without a convic- 
tion, due to testimony offered in 
court that he had forged a signature 
on an automobile title of ownership. 

The review board listened to wit- 
nesses for more than two hours 
before retiring for about a half hour 
to discuss the testimony and reach 
its decision. 

Patrick was sentenced to thirty 
days in jail and ordered to pay resti- 
tution and court cost. He is free on a 
$500 appearance bond pending the 
outcome of his appeal.

Two weeks after enrollment was 


opened, the Alabama Department of 


Public Health has received applica- 
tions from 6,000 families to enroll 
children in the new “no fee” or 
“limited fee” health insurance pro- 
gram. 

The ALL Kids Insurance Program 
Started accepting applications 
August 25. As of September 9, 
some 410 families had been 
approved for the program and 662 
applicants have been referred to 
Medicaid. Eligible children will 
begin coverage October 1, 1998. 

Children up to the age of 19 from 
families earning between 100 and 
200 percent of the federal poverty 
limit are eligible for the new pro- 
gram. Children in families with 
lower incomes will be eligible for 
Medicaid coverage. 

Dr. Donald Williamson, state 
health officer, said that families that 
appear to be potentially eligible for 
Medicaid will be notified and the 
application will be forwarded to 
Medicaid for processing. 

“A program like this only comes 
along once in a generation,” said Dr. 
Williamson. “We encourage all eli- 
gible families to consider enrolling 
in either ALL Kids or Medicaid, and 
to take advantage of this wonderful 
program.”

Coverage will not be lim- 
ited or denied because of preexist- 
ing illness.

A murder recently committed in 
Crenshaw County has local ties to 
Elba and Coffee County. 

Johnny James “JJ” Knighton, age 
48, has been arrested and charged 
with murder in connection with the 
Jeath of Angela M. Knighton, age 
38. He was arrested on Thursday, 
September 10, 1998. Knighton was 
arrested by authorities in Crenshaw 
County as the alleged murder took 
place in Dozier, AL. 

Knighton, who is originally from 
Coffee County, was convicted of 
murdering his first wife in May of 
1979. He served 14 years for beating 
his wife to death, and was released 
from prison on parole about five 
years ago. According to reports he 
was married to Angela while in 
prison. 

In this latest incident, Crenshaw 


County Sheriff's Deputies were 
called to Crenshaw Baptist Hospital 
in Luverne at approximately 7 a.m. 
where they were told a woman had 
been brought into the emergency 
room and was declared dead on 
arrival. 

Upon their investigation, authori- 
ties determined that the incident had 
occurred near a housing project in 
Dozier. The Knightons, who lived in 
Alexander City, were visiting rela- 
tives who resided in Dozier. 

Knighton was taken into custody 
without incident and is presently 
being held in the Crenshaw County 
Jail without bond, 

According to family members 
(Angela's), Mrs. Knighton and her 
husband had gotten into a violent 
argument at their home in Alex City 
earlier in the week (Monday) and 
she had called family members to 
come get her. They did and brought

She later told them she wanted to 
return home but they would not take 
her fearing that she would be hurt.

Authorities later determined that 
Mrs. Knighton’s alleged murder 
occurred at a residence that is unoc- 
cupied and is surrounded by over- 
grown vegetation. 

In the murder of his first wife 
more than 19 year ago, Knighton 
called the late Ray Norris, who was 
Coffee County's Chief Deputy 
Sheriff at that time, and asked him if 
he had seen his (Knighton’s) wife. 
This was about | a.m. on May 5, 
1979. Later that morning, approxi- 
mately 3 a.m., Knighton again 
called Norris and told him that he 
had killed his wife and asked him to 
come get him at Danley’s 
Crossroads west of Elba.

where he found Knighton and his 
wife. She had been badly beaten. 

Mrs. Knighton was taken to a 
jocal hospital and later transferred to 
a Montgomery hospital where she 
died, 

Preliminary autopsy reports in 
Angela Knighton’s death show that 
she bled to death. Authorities have 
not revealed the manner of her 
death. 

According to reports, Knighton 
gave authorities a written detailed 
confession of his second wife’s mur- 
der as he did in the murder of his 
first wife. 

The incident remains under inves- 
tigation by the Crenshaw County 
Sheriff's Department, District 
Attorney's Office and the Alabama 
Department of Forensic Sciences.

Biology Bugs

Every ZC student who has taken 
Biology during their sophomore 
year has, at one time, had a big bug 
collection. 

The class has approximately eight 
weeks to collect 50 insects. It can 
be any 50 insects they want, but 
there cannot be two of the same 
one. 

Once a bug is caught, it is put ina 
jar. An alcohol soaked cotton ball is 
put in the jar with the insect to kill 
it. This way, the bugs won't be 
crushed. The bugs are then pinned 
to styrofoam board. A label must go 
with each bug. The label must tell 
the name of the bug, who caught the 
bug, where it was caught, and the 
date it was caught.

I said it before, “I don't know 
anybody that doesn’t like 
onions.” Oh, | know there are 
some out there, but for the most 
part, everybody likes onions one 
way or another. Even those who 
don’t like to eat raw onions 
probably like them as herbs, 
cooked in their man course dish- 
es. 

All the home gardeners I have 
talked to recently are going to 
put them in their fall gardens. 
Some of our novice gardeners 
might want to try their hand at 
growing onions, too. Onions, 
plus a couple of other popular 
winter crops, will keep your gar- 
den active, yielding fresh food 
for the table as well as extending 
your hobby through the colder 
months, 

Onions can be easy to grow, 
But, there are a couple of special 
considerations to be dealt with 
first. So, let’s take a closer look 
at the pungent little rascals so 
you can get started. 

First, decide what kind of 
onions you want to grow, unless 
you want to go the whole nine 
yards. There are bulb onions and 
there are the bunching or multi- 
plying ones. The bulb onion is 
what we grow to produce those 
big onions that we like to slice 
up for hamburgers and sand- 
wiches, or eat big thick slabs 
with our fried catfish. These 
onions will produce only one 
bulb during its annual growing 
season. These are our fresh or 
“sweet onions.” 

The perennial onions, which 
include the bunching or multi- 
plying onions, will grow and 
produce clusters of little onions 
which which keep multiplying 
until you pull them to eat. You 
can also leave some to replant 
and begin another crop. I use 
them like scallions or “spring 
onions.” 

The most common ways to 
plant onions are from seeds, sets 
or transplants. Planting seeds 
requires some extra work and 
dedicated care. You must prepare 
a good seedbed and you must 
keep it moist constantly so the 
seeds will germinate and then 
the young seedlings won't dry 
out and die. Bulb onions and 
bulb onion transplants are grown 
from seed. 

Onion sets are small bulblets 
with no tops. You can buy them 
for growing multiplying onions. 
The Evergreen Long White 


almost anywhere - in single rows, wide rows, raised beds or containers. 
Early this year she grew them in the holes of cinder blocks around her 
house and her swimming pool retaining wall. “Some of them got so big I 
had to pry them out of those holes,” she said. 


Keep Experience in Your 
District Attorney's Office 


Bunching onion is a good choice 
here. Storage onion sets usually 
come simply as yellow, white or 
red, contrary to seeds and trans- 
plants which bear a variety name 
on the container. Storage onions 
keep longer but usually have a 
stronger flavor. 

And now, for all our beginners 
who want the big bulb onions 
without the hassle of planting 
from seeds, you can simply buy 
transplants from local garden 
supply outlets. This is about as 
close as you can get to just “buy- 
ing plants and poking them into 
the ground.” 

There is one major thing to 
remember that the old-timers 
know but a lot of beginning 
home gardeners don’t - you need 
to select the right variety for this 
area. Onions are classified as 
longday variety or shortday vari- 
ety. Certain varieties need a 
“photoperiod” or certain length 
of day, to get its best growth. 

Here in southeast Alabama we 
should plant shortday varieties, 
which include the Yellow or 
White Bermuda, Excel, Texas 
Grano 502, Texas Grano 1015, 
and Texas Granex 33 (used for a 
Vidalia onion). You need to buy 
seed for these varieties and they 
are very expensive and difficult 
to find in the immediate area 
except by special order. 


SERVICE 


Your best bet, again, is to buy 
locally available transplants 
which will most likely include 
Vidalia and Texas Sweet. Or, if 
you want, order transplants from 
a seed catalog where you will 
have a larger selection to choose 
from. Caution! Suppliers will 
ship what you ask for. So, it’s up 
to you to know which is a short- 
day variety and best suited for 
this area 

Onions can be grown just 
about anywhere, but they do best 
in well-drained, loam or sandy 
loam soil and get plenty of nutri 
ents, especially nitrogen, 

Onions are members of the lily 
family, along with their cousins - 
garlic, leeks and shallots. 

As far as the mechanics of 
planting your onions, Circular 
ANR 63, Alabama Vegetable 
Gardening Planting Guide, 
available at the Coffee County 
Extension Office, will tell you 
how many seed or transplants 
you need for the length of your 
rows, plus how much space you 
need between plants and 
between each row. It will also 
tell you that the time to get start- 
ed is — now!

It is hard to believe while we've 
been suffering in near-100 degree 
that fall will soon be here. Yes, it’s 
time to get ready for that winter 
garden, Veteran gardeners have 
probably already started their 
seedbeds, For our newer “Green 
Thumbs” who may have experi- 
enced the joys of a spring and sum- 
mer garden, but never a fall gar- 
den, a few tips may help. 

As usual, I solicit my tips from 
the best available sources - suc- 
cessful local gardeners. One “old 
hand” at growing vegetables in 
Coffee County is Gene Pipkins. 
With the help of his wife, Ruth, 
Pipkins grows his quality produce 
at Windy Acres, located on the 
Bellwood Road., just south of 
Enterprise. 

Pipkins advises those who want 
to plant a fall garden to get busy 
right now. He personally plans to 
put in collards, turnips, cabbage, 
onions, English peas, lettuce and 
kale. 

“Kale is a good, hardy crop,” 
Pipkins points out. “It has a taste 
something like cabbage, is nice 
and crunchy and good in salads. 
The nice thing about growing kale 
is that the cabbage looper doesn’t 
seem to bother it much.” 

A man who likes to experiment, 
the former Ft, Rucker aircraft 
mechanic even planted some 
turnips and collards as late as 
December last year and they still 
produced, 

“I wouldn’t have given you a 
dime for chances of them doing 
well,” he recalled. “But we made a 
good crop. The thing to do right 
now is get you some multiplying 
onions started.” 

Local seed stores can supply 
onion seed, sets (small bulblets) or 
transplants of various varieties of 
onions. Just be sure to get a ‘“‘short- 
day” variety. Granex 33 or Grano 
502 seed can be used locally and 
the popular vidalia onion trans- 
plants are usually available. 

“English peas can be planted 
now,” Pipkins advises. “But, with 
our temperatures being so hot and 
the ground so dry, they might not 
germinate well. Snap beans are 
good, too.” 

The successful vegetable gar- 
dener had these excellent tips for 
the beginner: 

“Get a copy of the Alabama 
Vegetable Home Garden Planting 
Guide, Circular ANR-63 from your 
County Extension Office. Some 
seed stores might also have them. 
And, as I have said before, keep 
good notes on a calendar or log 
about what you do each day so you 
can tell next year what you did and 
whether it turned out good or not. 
And,” Pipkins repeated, “TI still 
think a home gardener should buy 
or make some kind of small green- 
house to grow their seedlings in. 

“Beginners should start small 
with just a few vegetables. I rec- 
ommend start with some cabbage 
and some leaf lettuce; also seme 
onions and maybe turnips, if they 
like to eat them.” 

Pipkins has a favorite way of 
setting out bare-root cabbage 
plants. 

“I make a row, slightly raised, 
then go down the row with a point- 
ed stick and make a hole for the 
plants, I set the plants in and scrape 
in just a little bit of soil. Then Ruth 
or I add a dipper of water to each 
hole so the soil can settle good 
around the roots and get the air 
bubbles out. Do this for two or 
three days, then pull soil up around 
the plant and finish filling the hole. 

“After that,” Pipkins said, “it’s 
just a matter of fertilizing and 
watering the plants, Oh, yes,” 
came a final big mouthful of 
advice, “watch and treat for dis- 
eases and insects,” 

Good luck! Get started now on 
that fall garden, Enjoy!

Winter Clover and small 
grain variety recomendations

It’s that time of year to start 
planting, if you haven’t already, 
your winter grazing program. 
Forage crops represent 80 percent 
of the nutrition in a beef animal’s 
life. There are also more forage 
crops planted each year than all the 
row cropland combined. Therefore, 
it is very critical, with the amount 
of money spent, that you choose a 
good variety that will provide max- 
imum growth and above average 
nutrition. 

In the following article I want to 
talk about Wheat, oats, rye, and 
some clover alternatives. Ryegrass 
by far, if you can plant it, is the top 
producer of all the annual forages 
that you can plant. The big nega- 
tive, for us with ryegrass, is that it 
has its main flush of growth right 
when we are needing to plow up 
ground to get ready for planting 
cotton, peanuts, and corn. If you 
can overseed ryegrass, or use it in 
prepared land that will not be 
plowed up, it is an excellent forage 
crop. 

There are several varieties of 
wheat. The four that were tested at 
Headland with better than average 
yields were as follows: Florida 304, 
Wakefield, Jackson and Madison. 
They yielded in the order they are 
listed. 

Varieties of oats were Florida 
502, Citation, Ozark, and Florida 
501. One comment about oats, 
Citation, consistently over the state, 
has been either first or second in 
every trial conducted around 
Alabama. 

There was one trial where it was 
third and it was a very close third to 
the top two, Be very careful in 
selecting oat varieties that are not 
forage varieties. Forage varieties 
are bred to be leafy, and productive 
from that standpoint, 

Rye entailed the varieties of 
Winter Grazer 70, Bonel, Florida 
401 and Wren’s Abruzzi AL, There 
are other varieties that yielded well. 
These are some that did very well 
at Headland, In terms of total for- 
age yields, rye will beat oats or 
wheat any day of the week, as 
much as three thousand pounds an 
acre over a three-year average. It’s 
very, very hard to beat the rye-rye- 
grass combination. Many folks 
worry about expense, but, quite 


frankly, you get what you pay for in 
forage crops. On a three-year aver- 
age, wheat yielded 5919 pounds, 
the top oat variety 6426 pounds and 
the top rye variety 8684 pounds. 

Clover is a good addition to any 
forage crop program. Two that have 
done very well for us are arrowleaf 
clover and crimson clover. For 
south Alabama, and Coffee County 
I personally think the crimson 
clovers do the best job for us. I par- 
ticularly like the AU Robin variety. 
It is a fast starter and hits a big flush 
about February and into early April. 

Therefore, on prepared land, we 
can get a good bit of growth out of 
crimson clover before it has to be 
tilled in. Also, you get the best 
November/December growth out of 
crimson as compared to the other 
clovers. in an over-seeded situa- 
tion, the Cherokee Red clover is 
one that you certainly need to take 
a hard look at. It can even be a bi- 
annual and come back a second 
year for us in south Alabama, 

Characteristics of the three major 
small grains used for forage, Rye 
would certainly lead the pack in 
terms of being, from year to year, 
the best total producer and also the 
quickest starter. This really helps 
here in the Wiregrass where we 
have quite a few row crops grown. 
We can get growth and get grazing 
and still tear the ground up and 
plant the row crops in the spring. 

Wheat would be a close second, 
generally, but with the addition of 
the Florida 502 and the Citation 
and some other varieties, oats are 
competing quite well with wheat. 
The big problem with oats is even 
though they don’t winter kill like 
they used to, they still are easier to 
go dormant in a hard winter. We ran 
into that three or four years ago. 
Many folks planted oats because 
they were cheaper and they had 
them in the bin. They got a good 
stand and good growth and about 
January the oats just quit. Wheat is 
much like rye and much more cold 
tolerant and will help you in terms 
of total forage production. In a fair- 
ly normal year with moderate tem- 
perature, oats will produce, and cat- 
tle love them. I would use oats in a 
mix, however, and not as a crop by 
itself,
